billion marks in paper. When this 
is stated, coupled with the further 
announcement that these marks are 
supposed to pass as money, one can

have got themselves in sore diffi- 
culties. 


It is strange that they should ever 


have allowed themselves 
to

loose such a flood of alleged money, 
and all of it in paper. We had been 
given to understand that Germans 
ware smarter than this. They should 
iave known the late that overtook 
other countries that turned to print- 
ing presses for their money.

A committee at Washington was 


holding a hearing touching silks and 
tariffs thereon 
Some manufactur- 


ers appeared and told they 
must 


have higher rates to protect them- 
selves and assure steady employment 
at living wages to the freemen, of 
this country. 


Others engaged in the silk busi- 


ness—most of these importers—took 
issue with the manufacturers. These 
importers told that only 6 per cent 
of the silks consumed in this coun- 
try come in 
manufactured 
form 


from other countries. 


And so we make all but 
6 per 


cent of the silks we use in Ameri- 
ca. It is assumed that we also ex- 
port some that we make, so that 
taking it altogether we make 100 
per cent or more of the silks used 
by our people.

It is true that China re- 


mains not only a puzzle but a prob- 
lem. Yet Mr. Harding holds that in 
dealing justly with China it is neces- 
sary that Japan, Great Britain and 
the United States be in complete ac- 
cord. This accord he believes he has 
arranged. 


If in the future questions arise In 


other parts of the world in which 
it is felt the United States has a se- 
rious interest, or a duty to perform, 
it will undoubtedly be the purpose of 
President Hardlnp to arrange anoth- 
er "executive committee of the big 
powers to deal with it." 


It Is the president's theory that the 


town meeting is idealistic democracy, 
but the town meeting can act ef- 
fectively only through a small com- 
mittee of its leading lights.
